Tue follewing remarks from the Fort Smith (Ark. ) 
New Era, of July 16, may awaken tender reminiscences 
in some of our troops who have served in that region : 


The United States District Court for the Western Dis- 
trict of Arkansas is held within the old garrison near 
this town, in a building formerly occupied by two com- 
panies of United States troops. One of the barracks 
rooms is now subdivided into offices for the United 
States Marshal and Clerk. The other is used in its full 
extent as a court room, The building is a large one- 
story brick, with ample verandas resting on a stone base- 
ment. In this basement wer once located the two com- 
pany kitchens. These kitchens have served ever since 
the building was devoted to its present use—some seven 
years—as prison rooms. They have rock floors and 
solid rock walls, with one door each, and a few small 
heavily-grated windows. In these damp unwholesome 
basements there are confined a number of United States 
prisoners—Indians, whites, and negroes—nearly, if not 
quite, all from the Indian Territory, numbering hardly 
ever less than 40, and sometimes close onto 100. In 
military times the men detailed to do a week or 10 days’ 
cooking for the company were not slow to resign, at the 
expiration of their time, the honors of the kitchen to 
their appointed successors. Let us imagine now, if it 
be possible, how the wretched inmates of one of these 
crowded dens, with 40 or 50 in a room, must feel with 
the thermometer for weeks and weeks as it has been, 
from 96 to 100 deg. in the shade, in an atmosphere 
badly contaminated by the exhalation and perspiration 
of a large number of persons whose opportunities for 
keeping themselves clean, if their usual habits of life 
had been never so fastidious, are necessarily of the most 
unsatisfactory character. 








Tne Berlin Borsenzeitung observes that ten years ago 
the idea of a German navy only excited ridicule, while 
now it has become an imposing fact, which is not only 
recognized but respected by all the maritime States, and 
by means of which the German government is begin- 
ning to take up a strong position in all parts of the 
world. The number of the ships of the German navy 
is already over seventy; some are ships of 6,000 tons 
burden, and the total tonnage is nearly one hundred 
thousand tons. These vessels have a steam power of 
120,000 horses and are armed with upward of four 
hundred guns. The estimate of the naval expenditure 
of Germany for the year 1878-9 amounts to 24,000,000

A CorporaL CHARGED witH STeaLinG CLorHine.— 
The New York Times of July 25 says: It was discovered 
early last spring that small quantities of clothing had 
been stolen from time to time from the Quartermaster’s 
Department of the military station on David's Island, 
off New Rochelle, and that the thefts had been com- 
mitted by means of false entries on the  issuing- 
rolls, although the books had not been tampered with. 
Corp. John H. Morgan, acting depot quartermaster’s 
sergeant, had charge of issuing clothing to all recruits 
arriving at the depot, and of making up and charging 
the money value of clothing against the recruits, and of 
rendering an account of the money value of clothing 
issued to the depot adjutant to be charged on the de- 
scriptive-roll of recruits joining their regiment. Corp. 
Morgan belongs to Co. A, Permanent Party, General 
Recruiting Service. A commission of inquiry was 
ordered on the 19th of May, and on the 24th of May the 
commission reported two charges and twenty-one speci- 
fications against Corp. Morgan, and a court-martial was 
ordered. ‘The charges are that Morgan made fraudulent 
entries on the rolls, and disposed of the clothing thus 
made ‘‘surplus” for his own advantage. The court- 
martial is composed of Col. Z. R. Bliss, president ; 
Sergt. A. K. Smith, Capt. J. T. Haskell, Capt. D. H. 
Murdock, Lieut. Ira Quimby, and Lieut. J. B. Gutherie. 
Lieut. F. A. Whitney is the judge-advocate, and Martin 
J. Keogh, a New Rochelle lawyer, defends the accused 
man. The court-martial began its work at 10 o'clock 
on Tuesday morning in the hospital building on David's 
Island, and will — continue in session for ten 
days or two weeks. Capt. Simpson was the first wit- 
ness, and he was still on the stand yesterday. His 
testimony was almost entirely directed to showing 
discrepancies between the issuing-rolls and the ledger 
account, the entries being made in Corp. Morgan’s 
handwriting. The evidence to show that when 
new recruits arrived, Morgan issued clothing to them, 
which was entered on the issuing-roll, and the entry was 
then certified to by a superior officer. After the certifi- 
cation, it is alleged, Morgan added other articles to the 
list, thus giving himself an opportunity to abstract the 
articles surreptitiously added to the list and sell them for 
his own benefit. Corp. Morgan is an attractive looking 
young man, with a soldierly appearance, and _ his previ- 
ous record is good. 








Tne British Government has completed an apparatus 
for inflating and manipulating military balloons on ship- 
board or on the field. It consists essentially of a portable 
tank weighing 400 pounds, which contains iron shavings, 
and of a boiler and furnace. The gas (hydrogen) is 
generated by passing steam through the iron turnings. 

THE white gaiter and low shoe of the French infantry 
soldier is to be replaced by a more serviceable laced half 
boot, and the red trousers are to be replaced by a more 
sombre and more sensible color. There are 8,550 drum- 
mers in the French army, and the abolition of the drum 
is under discussion,

S. M. Garves, of Morganfield, Ky., writes to the N. Y. 
World that he was a cadet with the late General T. W. 
Sherman, and his tent-mate in the first summer encamp- 
ment. He says: 

His first tour of guard duty was performed on one of the most 
terrible nights I ever witnessed. A storm of wind and rain arose 
soon after nightfall that raged during the greater part of the night 
with unabated fury, while frequent flashes of lightning «lisclosed 
the old forts and other picturesque surroundings of the Point only 
to render the darkness more appalling. In the midst of this terri- 
ble war of elements it occurred to the three cadets-one of them, 
perhaps, the corporal of the guard—that this would be a favorable 
time to test the mettle of the young *‘ pleb” from Newport. I shall 
never forget Sherman’s appearance as he entered our tent the next 
morning ; his gun cut and scarred in var ous places; his clothes wet 
and dripping and covered with mud. Whithorn (also from New 
port) and m;self eagerly inquired for the cause of bis plight and 
were informed that three men or devils — he did not know nor care 
which—had approached his post in the midst of the storm, covered 
with “white sheets,”” and enieavored to pass without giving the 
countersign.

A despatch from Poughkeepsie, of July 28, says: ‘‘The 
Minnesota has finished a successful recruiting trip up the 
Hudson. Two hundred and forty-four boys have Mm ex- 
amined ; 131 have passed and 113 have been rejected. She 
will arrive at New York on the 31st, and will remain several 
days to give the boys a chance to get on board, and will then 
go to Gardner's Bay for practice in gunnery. The rejections 
in New York averaged eighty per cent., while those of the 
Hudson River towns average about fifty. The most inferior 
lot presented for examination were from Albany and Troy, 
not over five per cent. of whom were accepted. During the 
trip up the Hudson about twenty thousand people have 
visited the Minnesota.

After a short stay 
at Iquique, the Pensacola would return to Callao, making 
ee oe under sail, and expected to reach there before 
July 10.

He interviewed King Kala and Pola Bola, the most 
important chiefs in that section, and was fortunate in obtain- 
ing an i r in the person of one of the subordinate 
chiefs of the Manitambes tribe, who live to the east of the 
hostile kings above mentioned. Arriving at one of the large 
villages in King Bola’s section, situated about nine miles from 
the mouth of Bica Creek, with Ensign Fletcher and an armed 
crew in the whale boat, he proceeded up the creek a distance 
of four miles (leaving the steam launch in charge of Mr. 
McElroy and four men), to one of the large villages of King 
Kalo’s section. Lieut. Drake explained to this important 
chief his mission, showed him the flag, which had been 
hoisted on a long fing staff, planted in an open square in his 
village, which was filled by several hundred natives, men, 
women, and children, who had assembled on the arrival of 
the party. Lieut. Drake was handed the Treaty of Great by 
King Kola, and read it aloud, and asked the king if he 
understood its contents, to which he réplied yes. Then he 
was asked why he did not observe it and live up to it in the 
case of the American schooner which grounded at or near 
Shark’s Point on the Congo river in 1876, subsequent to the 
signing of the Treaty. The king arose, bowed low, asked 
forgiveness and pledged himself to keep good faith with the 
American flag in future, under penalty of punishment which 
Lieut. Drake told him would follow the next offence com- 
mitted against it. Lieut. Drake ‘* dashed” the king with 
some flannel and tobacco which pleased him much. Pe then 
returned to King Pola Bola’s section and found him seated in 
the steam launch, surrounded by about 60 canoes, waiting 
his arrival. The same intercourse was observed as with King 
Kola ; and King Pola Bola asked forgiveness and promised to 
do right in future. He was also *‘ dashed,” and then de- 
pa for the shore. Lieut. Drake was unable to see King 
{nballa, one of the very important chiefs of the Interior, 
whose subjects were directly engaged in pillaging the 
schooner off Shark’s Point, in consequence of the launch 
breaking down.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE repairs on the rope walk at Boston for which a special 
appropriation was made, are progressing rapidly, and will be 
completed in a short time. 

Tue Swatara is still in the dry dock at Boston, and will 
probably remain there for some time longer. 

Tue captain of the Eudora, just arrived at San Francisco 
from Ounalaska, reports that the last was a mild winter in 
the Behring Sea, no ice having formed around St. Paul's 
Island, an experience before unknown. The spring was very 
boisterous and cold. A full supply of fur clothing for the 
officers and crew of the Jeannette, together with a large quan- 
tity of dog feed, was left at Ounalaska. 

Tue French war ship La Gallissoniere, recently at New- 
port, sailed July 28, from Halifax, for Quebec. As she steamed 
away the sailors on the British war vessels gave three hearty 
cheers, which the French seamen returned, the English 
admiral’s band playing ‘‘ La Marseillaise,’’ and the French 
band ‘*God Save the Queen.” Salutes were exchanged with 
the citadel and flagship Bellerophon. 

Tue San Francisco Chronicle of July 20 says: The ball 
which was given at the Mare [sland Navy-yard last Thursday 
night by the officers of the Tuscarora, the Alaska, and the 
Alert, was one of the most thoroughly enjoyable society 
events of the year, and ranks in social importance next to the 
artists’ reception and ball held in this city last May. Five 
hundred invitations were issued, and the steamboat Contra 
Costa was chartered to convey the San Francisco guests to 
the Island. The Contra Costa left Clay street wharf Thurs- 
day evening about 6:30 o'clock, having on board about 150 
guests. 

C. P. Patrerson, Superintendent of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, issues the following notice : ‘‘ Information 
having been received at this office from Mr. E. W. Johnson, 
master of the light house tender Jiis, of the existence of a 
dangerous rock between outer Green Island and Green 
Island Reef, Caaco Bay, Me., Licut. J. F. Morer, United 
States Navy, commanding steamer Endeavor, was directed to 
examine the locality. He reports, under date of July 5, 
having found the rock bearing northeast 34 deg. east 
(magnetic), distant one-quarter mile from the northern 
extremity of outer Green Island. The rock will be named 
Johnson's Rock. It if but a few yards in extent. The least 
depth found was 7 feet, deepening rapidly to 6 and 8 fathoms 
all around. Vessels using this channel will do well to pass 
close to the southward of red buoy No. 2, to the northward 
and eastward of the rock.” 

Tae Constellation arrived at Boston on Tuesday, July 29, 
where she is to remain a few days, and then proceed to New- 
port. She lost two of her anchors while at anchor 
near the Isle of Shoals. According to the Boston 
Journal, “quite an excitement was created at the 
Isles of Shoals Thursday evening (last week) by the 
arrival of the United States frigate Constellation 
with the school of naval students from Annapolis on board. 
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In dropping the anchors opposite the Appledore House the 
chains were broken on two of them, and the anchors were 
lost in about thirteen fathoms of water. All of the boats of 
the frigate are now engaged in dragging for them.” 


A Bermuda letter, dated July 15, in the N. Y. Commercial 
Advertiser, says : The signal from Fort St. George, displaying 
the Stars and Stripes, announced on the 19th of June the 
arrival of the United States steamship Despatch. The news 
created a great excitement in the islands. The officers com- 
manding the different regiments vied with one another to 
tender the hospitalities of the garrison to the new-comers. 
Commander Higginson and his officers had a perfect ovation, 
and after a brief stay left for Hampton Roads, almost re- 
joiced that a leaky boiler and a scarcity of coal should have 
been the source of so much pleasure. Scarcely had the 
Despatch steamed from this port before the welcome news 
was spread that the United States schoolship Saratoga, Com- 
mander Evans, was moored at St. George. This ship had 
visited the Islands last year, and was expected this year, and 
many strong friendships had been formed between the offi- 
cers of the Sara/oga an the officers of the garrison. The 
interchange of visits was continuous. They were also enter- 
tained by the Governor and by Mr. Hurd, of Brooklyn, who 
is sojourning here, with a brilliant garden party, when there 
was a grand union of red cots and navy blue; so that the 
fair dames of the Islands had a privilege of choice seldom 
accorded to them, The Consul at St. George gave enter- 
tainments to the officers of both vessels, at which he at- 
t2mpted to assemble all who had shown attention to his 
countrymen, but although he secured the town hall and it 
was filled, many must have been omitted.

Interest at the rate of 5 per cent. will be paid on the actual 
money received during the course of construction, M. De 
Lessips estimates an income of 90,000,000 francs from the 
canal, and reckons that the shareholders will receive 1114 per 
cent. a year. 


Rumors concerning Count von Moltke’s retirement from 
his post as Chief of the General Staff of the German army 
have been published in Berlin lately, but are now denied. 
The Berlin correspondent of the Morning Post says : ‘Count 
Moltke will certainly remain until the estimates applicable to 
the proposed reforms’in the army have been prepared. This 
cannot be done before 1880.” 


ALEKO Pasa, seeing the Bulgarian flag flying in the centre 
of Philippopolis, ordered it to be removed, as it was displayed 
in contravention of the treaty of Berlin. The flag was re- 
moved but again hoisted by a crowd of Bulgarians. Aleko 
Pasha then insisted that if the flag was not removed within

Tue Siberian plague has made its appearance among the 
animals in the district of Nova-Ladoga. The report of the 
cattle plague in Russia in 1877 shows that 212,768 cattle and 
23,630 horses died of the cattle disease, or Siberian plague, in 
forty governments of the Empire.

Tue Geneva conference of the members of the Orleans 
family came off as was announced, the Prince de Joinville, the 
Dukes of Chartres and Penthievre and the Comte d’Eu havy- 
ing been in that city from the 19th to the 21st of July. 


Petersburg is 
making such progress that Admiral Possiett, who directs the 
work, assures the Russian government that in a year’s time 
vessels of small size will be able to pass from the sea to the 
Neva, and that in the Summer of 1881 the canal, the depth 
of which is fixed at 20 feet, will have been excavated to the 
extent of 16 feet, enabling a goodly-sized craft,toSreach the 
capital. 


Tue Paris Municipal Council has resolved to rechristen a 
street in memory of President Lincoln. 


Tue Times’ despatch from Berlin says: ‘ As Admiral von 
Stosch, chief of the imperial admiralty, recently defended in 
the Reichstag the naval tactics of Admiral Batsch, it is re- 
ported his retirement is inevitable.” 


Tue recent disturbances at Rasgrad were quelled by the 
Bulgarian militia. Forty-two Mohammedan insurgents were 
killed. 

Tue London Gazette publishes a long list of honors confer- 
red in connection with the Afghan war. The principal per- 
sons so distinguished are Major Cavagnari and Gens. Stewart, 
Browne, Maude, Biddulph, Roberts, and Lumsden, who are 
created Knights Commanders of the Bath. 


Tue British Admiralty has ordered all the Indian troop- 
ships to be in readiness for six months’ continuous service, 
with the view of bringing home the troops from the scene of 
war in South Africa. 


Prince ALEXANDER, Of Bulgaria, has telegraphed to the 
Porte that Turkish troops have violated Bulgarian territory, 
near Dubnitza, and that Bashi-Bazouks are pillaging and 
assassinating.

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GEN. MILES ON THE WAR PATH. 

HERE is undoubtedly an impression at Washing- 

ton that General Mixes is in danger of provoking 
a difficulty with the Sioux which might be avoided. 
The declared purpose of his expedition is to guard the 
Upper Missouri, and, as is usually the case with officers 
exercisiug an independent command, he is allowed a 
large discretion as to his course of action. There is no 
disguising the fact that his action thus far has not 
pleased the War Office. It is argued that the Indians 
with whom he has come into collision are mere hunting 
parties, and it is reasoned that if this were not the case 
they would have kept out of the way, instead of per- 
mitting an attack. Experience shows, we are told, that 
a Sioux upon the war path is not an easy party to find. 
The first announcement of his presence is in the sound 
of the war whoop and the crack of the rifle as he 
swoops down in superior force upon some isolated de- 
tachment. 

General M1vzs is too far away to answer these sugges- 
tions ; until he does it would be premature to pass judg- 
ment upon them.

If he is not compe- 
tent to determine this question, or if, as is broadly 
hinted, the glitter of the twin stars is likely to blind his 
judgment, he ought to be relieved of his command by 
some one in whose discretion more complete confidence 
is placed. The worst of all mistakes wi!l be the attempt 
to conduct an Indian campaign from Washington. 

General Mises has the reputation of being a dis- 
creet and humane officer. We shall refuse to believe 
the contrary until we have better evidence than has yet 
been offered. The crime of making the lives of our 
soldiers, not to speak of those of the Indians, the play- 
things of ambition is so flagrant, so utterly indefensi- 
ble, that it ought not to be lightly charged upon any 
man. We wish we could believe that our Army had 
always been free from it, but the history of Indian 
operations shows the contrary. To wish to wear the 
twin stars of the brigadier is an ambition honorable in 
any soldier, and we should be glad to see them adorning 
the shoulders of the young colonel who, by distinguished 
and honorable service, bas already won so many favors 
of fortune, but we are not ready to believe that Netson 
A. Mites is a man who would needlessly sacrifice life in 
the attempt to advance his own fortunes. 

The fact is that Gen. M11es is acting under the orders 
of his superior officers, and he will do only what 
prudence and good judgment will indicate. He does 
what few commanders at such times have succeeded in 
doing, and that is, in keeping himself advised, by means 
best known to himself, of every thing that is going on 
in SirtinG Bvir’s camp. His runners and spies, if we 
may call them such, have constant communication with 
the Indians over the line. and, we believe, as does Gen. 
Mixes, that his Indian allies are faithful and perfectly 
loyal to him. The officers with Migs are experienced, 
and he has with him Lieut. Crarx, of the 2d Cavalry, 
who is much admired by the friendly Sioux, and whose 
perfect confidence he has. 





It is quite certain, however, that no hostile Indians 


will show themselves unless it be for the purpose of 
making fight. They see our troops long before we see 
them, and if they do not wish to fight they can easily 
get out of the way. It happens sometimes that Indians 
who are really friendly and who wish to come into our 
camps for friendly talks, act so strangely that they are 
attacked and killed. This may have occurred in this 
case, but it is hoped that such precautions will be taken 
as to make this impossible hereafter. If Gen. Mrzzs is 
left to manage the Indian question in his district, we 
believe that he will do it judiciously, and that all un- 
necessary bloodshed will be avoided. But as long as the 
Indian bureau remains in the Interior Department, and 
as long as it is run in the interests of politicians, traders, 
and Indian agents, we must not expect to have any 
permanent peace with any of those tribes and bands of 
Indians that have any manhood left in them. The 
Army is not anxious for the control of the Indian 
bureau for any other reasons than those of economy to 
the Government, and the desire to see perfect justice to 
the Indians in all our dealings with them. It would be 
well to try the experiment of turning over to the War 
Department fifty per cent. of what is now yearly ex- 
pended for the Indians in the Interior Department, and 
see if that would not more than suffice to keep perfect 
peace along our entire Indian border. 





CAPT. JOUETT’S CLAIMS. 

‘* NuMBER TutrTy-TWo ” writes a long letter to the N. 
Y. Herald, in answer to Capt. James E. Jovetr’s pamph- 
Jet, in which he presents his claims for promotion. 
While, he says, the old comrades of Capt. JovgitT 
‘* cheerfully give to that officer commendations for his 
gallantry they cannot find justice or reason in the ex- 
traordinary claims he is now putting forth for a promo- 
tion to the grade of Commodore for actions performed 
eighteen years ago, which actions were weighed and 
considered duly by the Secretary of the Navy, as were 
those of his brother officers throughout the Navy.” To 
the Captain’s statement that ‘* My advancement in rank 
has only been in the regular course, when, vacancies ex- 
isting above me, it became my turn to be promoted to 
those positions to which, by length of service and se- 
niority in the junior rank, I would have been entitled, 
either in peace or war,” this answer is made : 

The officers of the Navy who were promoted for good ser- 
vice during the war received that reward in 1866, and they 
were utterly unable to comprehend this amazing assertion. 
It seemed to have been the fixed purpose of the Navy De- 
partment during the war not to promote officers for gallant 
services at all. We believe there were some six officers in the 
Navy who were advanced a few numbers for gallantry during 
the war of the Rebellion, and that was all. In the early part 
of the war there were quite a number of old lieutenants in 
the Navy, who were assigned as executives to the large ships, 
on which it was thought the brunt of the heavy fighting 
would fall, and others incommand of gunboats as lieutenants 
commanding. Of course the next step in the way of promo- 
tion was to the grade of commander, and while many of 
these officers were expecting the customary route of promo- 
tion to be followed, they were suddenly astonished by re- 
ceiving commissions as lieutenant commanders. This was 
diplomatically called promotion for these officers. It retained 
them in the same positions, conferred a new rank, and took 
away from each one of thom about 3400 per annum, and it 
stopped their promotion to the grade of commander for 
about four long years. In the Navy this was called “ Irish 
promotion.” No government in the world could have done a 
thing like that in the midst of 2 mighty war without incurring 
the charge of infamy from all other nations, and so was this 
received by the English naval officers. 

This ‘‘ outrage” Admirals Farracut and Porter 
undertook to persuade the Navy Department to correct, 
and the Secretary was at last induced to order a Board 
of the ranking officers of the Navy to sclect a peace 
basis for the Navy, and to bring forward a step in pro- 
motion ‘all such officers as had distinguished them- 
selves for the most efficient and faithful services during 
the recent war, and who possess the highest professional 
qualifications and attainments.” Of the 140 lieutenant- 
commanders on the list 44 were selected for promotion 
by this Board, as ‘‘honest and honorable men” as evcr 
assembled, ‘‘ 32” says, and he adds that ‘* among these 
44 was Lieutenant Commander James E. Jovrtt, who 
became a commander, and who by that very advance- 
ment passed over the heads of about ten of his own date

which is now nearly a blank. Admiral Farragut never ceased 
to repeat to the Navy Department that his commanding and 
other officers behaved with such intrepidity and gallantry 
that it wou!'d be invidious in him to specify names, In tha 
the Admiral was wrong, and he lived long enough to regret 
it. Great as may have beea the administration of Gideon 
Welles, that gentleman seems to have felt it to have bee. his 
duty to obscure the splendor of the heroic deeds of the gun- 
boat captains and subordinate commanders of the Navy 





throughout the war. What did he do and what recognition 
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was ever made to the lamented Caldwell, without whose 
transcendent e and skill neither Farragut nor Porter 
could have anchored their fleets at New Orleans and in the 
Pa rpey Or what honor did he confer on Walke for his 
, on river, or on Phelps (now a commissioner of the 
city of Washington), whose dare-devil exploits on the Red 
River were the aos of all tongues ? What was the reward 
to Thornton of the Kearsage? Perkins at Mobile Bay, 
Rowan and his executives in the Jronsides at Charleston, Roe 
in his fight with the Albemarle ? To Breese at Wilmington, 
to the heroes afloat and ashore at Fort Fisher, Port Royal, 
Hatteras and Memphis, and to Rhind in the Keokuk? No 
political delegations, Democratic or Republican, pushed the 
names of these heroic men forward for advancement, and 
their histories now lie entombed in their records at the Navy 
Department, covered with the dust heaps of political rubbish. 
Finally, let the gallant Capt. Jouett’ keep bated breath, for 
he is surrounded with a galaxy of officers whose past deeds 
of heroism are more glorious and splendid than his own. 





NAVY MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION. 

Art a called meeting of naval officers held at the Navy 
Department, Monday evening, July 28, a set of by-laws 
for a Navy Mutual Aid Association were adopted, and 
the meeting adjourned over until Thursday, July 31, 
when an election of officers will take place. 

The by-laws provide (1) that the name shall be the 
Navy Mutual Aid Association, (2) with its office at 
Washington, (3) where shall annually be elected a presi- 
dent, first and second vice-presidents, secretary and 
treasurer, and a board of fifteen directors in addition to 
the president and vice-presidents. (4) Annual meetings 
are to be held on the first Tuesday succeeding the first 
Monday in January, and special meetings at the call of 
the president, upon the request of five directors. The 
board shall meet on the second Saturday of each month, 
holding also special meetings at the call of the president 
on the request of three directors. (5) The secretary and 
treasurer shall be chosen by the board, the other ofticers 
by ballot. (6) Ten directors shall reside in Washington, 
and five shall constitute a quorum. Article VII. de- 
fines the duties of officers, and Article XIV. directs as 
to the amendments to the by-laws. The other articles 
are as follows: 

Article VIII.- Section 1. Any Naval Officer on the active list un- 
der fifty years of age, who shall be recommended by a member of 
this Association, may become a member of said Aseociation, as 


herein provided, he agreeing to comply with all the By-Laws, Rules 
and Regulations of said Association. 

Article IX.--Sectioa 1. The fve required to be paid with the ap- 
lication to become a member of this Association shall be as fol- 
ows, VizZ.:

Article XIIL--Section 1. Upon the death of any member of this 
Association, the Board of Directors shall, at their next regular 
meeting after receiving official notice of the same, o der the amount 
paid, dune by reason of such death. 

We learn that the officers at Washington do not take 
that interest in the association that they might—still 
they are willing to join so long as they are not troubled 
with meetings, and are not elected to any of the offices, 
There are enough, however, who do take a deep interest 
in it to fill the offices and do all they can to make it a 
success. Officers who wish to provide for their families 
should remember that their active co-operation is re- 
quired to make the organization a success. 

OSTRICHES FOR OUR CAVALRY. 

Derine the past dozen years a good many novelties 
have been proposed, and some executed, for making the 
cavalry arm something different from what it was of 
The most astounding change yet suggested, how- 








yore. 
ever, is one mentioned in a letter which Mr. Pu. E 
Srravss writes from Washington to the New York £un 
of last Sunday. 

It seems that Mr. Stravss, four years ago, passed 
some days on the six-thousand-acre sheep ranch of 
Major J. Gorvox Bryce (formerly of the Fifth Fusi- 


‘ Hiers, of the British Army), near Las Cucharas, New 
Mexico. He found that Maj. Brror had ordered, as 











an experiment, for breeding, ten pair of ostriches from 
the Cape of Good Hope, where he had once served. 
The ostriches duly arrived, or all but two that died on 
the passage, and Major Bryce put in operation an incu- 
bator of his own devising. Last winter, Mr. Srravss 
met Major Bryce again, this time in Washington : 

He informed me that his expectations with regard to the 
incubator had been fully realized—that thus far he had saved 
eg gta cent. of the eggs, and that the birds, of which 
he now had 117, were all in good condition, and as contented 
as they could possibly be on the table lands of Africa or the 
pampas of Patagonia. It will be remembered that a board of 
distinguished Army officers, among whom were Gen. Miles 
and other well-known Indian fighters, was then in session 
here to determine several points of Army equipment. Gen. 
Ed. Hatch, Colonel of the 9th Cavalry (colored), stationed in 
New Mexico and Texas, a personal friend of Major Bryce, 
was also here at {he same tims, though not a member of the 
board, The scheme was laid before the Secretary of War, 
and these officers were called in informal consultation to give 
their opinions. What these were is of course not known, but 
it is presumed that some of them at least were favorable, 
since Mr. McCrary, who was much struck with the originality 
of the plan, has decided to give it a trial, and as it will pro 
bably be put in practical operation before the summer eloses, 
Major Bryce, who is again in Washington, has consented to 
have it made public. Briefly, the plan of Major Bryce pro- 
poses the substitution of ostriches for horses in the cavalry 
service on the plains. By the substitution of ostriches for 
horses and adopting, perhaps, the Indian fashion of leading 
an extra bird for relief, Major Bryce thinks that our cavalry 
could dispense entirely with forage trains, and could mare 
as far and as fast as the Indians, crossing the Jornada de la 
muerte or the ‘‘ bad lands” of Dakota, with no more supplies 
of food and drink than each man’s haversack and canteen 
would carry. 

It is understood that Secretary McCrary will commence the 
experiment by mounting a company of the 9th Cavalry at 
Major Bryce’s ranch. In the first place, this regiment is sta- 
tioned conveniently for the purpose, and in the second place, 
the regiment being composed of negroes, it is daapphesd that 
the hereditary affinity, if I may use the expression, which has 
been observed by Cuvier and other naturalists to exist be- 
tween the descendants of men and animals natives of the 
same country, may have some influence upon the success of 
the scheme. Major Bryce will furnish the ostriches at $150 
each, not to be paid until the mount has proved satisfactory 
for at least a year. As the ostrich remains vigorous up to its 
twenty-fifth year, he estimates that they, will stand, at a low 
average, ten years of active service. 

I need not enlarge upon the moral effect which the appear- 
ance of a regiment of ostrich cavalry would produce upon the 
hostile savages of the plains, or even upon the more civilized 
Mexicans. Major Bryce, with the bluntness of an old soldier, 
says, ‘‘Damme, sir; it would be prodigious,” and I have no 
doubt that it would. At all events, the success of ostrich 
farming as an industry in this country is assured, and the 
progress of this novel military experiment will be watched 
with interest by the skeptical (among whom must be classed 
the majority of cavalry ofticers who have been informed of 
the project), as well as by the believers who have come within 
the reach of the persuasive eloquence of the enthusiastic 
Major. 

We feel obliged.to enroll ourselves amongst the skep- 
tics, in this matter; but it is a wonderful age that we 
live in, and who shall say that before many years some 
of the graduates of the Military Academy may not be 
assigned to the First Ostriches? Meanwhile, we cannot 
doubt what is claimed for the ‘‘ moral effect” of a regi- 
ment of ostrich cavalry, nor shall we dispute the blunt- 
ness of the old soldier who says, ‘‘ Damme, sir, it would 


be prodigious.” 


A History of the U. 8. War Department, with bio- 
graphical sketches of the secretaries, has recently been 
published by Mr. L. D. Ingersoll, author of *‘ The Life 
and Times of Horace Greeley,” ‘“‘ Iowa in the Rebel- 
lion,” etc. The history has been prepared at the re- 
quest of Secretary McCrary, in view of the destruction 
of the historic building occupied by the War Depart- 
ment, now transferred to its new quarters. The Depart- 
ment of War was one of the first established under the 
Federal constitution, preceding even the Treasury De- 
partment. Originally it was almost equivalent in its 
scope and its operations to tfie three executive depart- 
ments of War, the Navy and the Interior. During the 
Revolution military administrative affairs were con- 
ducted by a Board of War, and a Department of War 
was established after the war, with Gen. Benj. Lincoln 
in charge. The first Secretary under the Constitution 
was Gen. Henry Knox. For a time there was a con- 
flict of jurisdiction between the War and Treasury De- 
partments, and the terrible failure of Gen. St. Clair’s 
campaign in the Northwest is ascribed by Mr. Ingersoll 
mainly to the fact that Alexander Hamilton insisted that 
the Treasury should purchase Army supplies, instead of 
leaving that to the War Department. An act requiring 
this passed under Hamilton’s influence in 1792, was 
repealed in 1798, thus ending the dispute between the 
two departments. Our early calamities in the war of 
1812 (aside from our vicious militia system), were, as 
Mr. Ingersoll tells us, chiefly due to the want of an or- 
ganized system of staff departments in the military 
establishment—‘‘ the smaller the standing Army, the 
more necessity for a complete system of staff depart- 
ments by thoroughly trained and scientific men.” 

Mr. Ingersoll’s work is divided into eight chapters, as 
follows : I. History of the Department from its Organ- 
ization to the War of 1812; II. During the War of 
1812; II]. From 1815 to the War with Mexico; IV. 
Account of the department buildings; V. Conduct of 
Indian affairs by the War Department: VI., VII. Bu- 
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reaux of the War Department; VIII. tmental 
history from the Mexican War to 1879. Next follows 
the lives of the thirty-three secretaries, and, in the ap- 
pendix, rosters of the Medical, Pay and Ordnance De- 
partments and Corps of Engineers. Illustrations are 
given of the old and new War Department buildings, 
The following is the list of Secretaries in their order :

Gen. Lorenzo Thomas, appointed ad interim Secretary 
by President Johnson, does not appear in the list of 


Secretaries. Of his brief tenure of office this anecdote 
istold. ‘* The Senate being in session, Secretary Stan- 


ton declined to give up the office. ‘There was a world of 
military precision in Gen. Thomas, and he undoubtedly 
held Secretary Stanton in great respect and awe. 
Hence he would march up to the Secretary’s apartments 
every morning, and being bowed in by the messenger, 
would salute the Secretary, whereupon the Secretary, 
with a few pleasant remarks about the weather, would 
bow him out as politely as he had been ushered in, 
This entertaining ceremony was kept up for several 
days. On one morning the messenger at the door dej 
clined to admit the General, saying : ‘ The order is to 
admit no one ; the Secretary is engaged very particular.’ 
And this was the last of Gen. Thomas as ‘ Secretary of 
War ad interim.’ ” 








Tue official Army Register for January, 1879, is now 
in press, and will be issued in two or three weeks, It 
contains many new features which-will be very accepta- 
ble, but which have added greatly to the labor of pre- 
paring it. The names of regimental officers are followed 
by the letter of their company and their number on the 
lineal list. The service and lineal rank of officers is 
given in a separate chapter, coming in immediately 
after the last regiment of infantry. It includes the 
services and lineal rank of retired officers. “To show 
service under a commission received out of the order of 
regular promotion, the date of acceptance (ccmmence- 
ment of service) is given; also where service under such 
a commission is terminated, or where an officer leaves 
the service, date to which he was paid is given—if later 
than date of casualty—as showing the termination of 
service. Officers of volunteers, mustered into service 
of United States, reckon service from date of such 
muster in; if paid for service beyond date of. muster 
out, resignation, etc., that date is given as showing 
termination of such service. Where a commission or 
appointment recites the services for which given, that is 
entered in this Register. The following extract wil 
show how the service is entered :

Amonast the various speculations which are indulged 
in about the heads of bureaus in the War Department, 
and which are purely speculations, is the following from 
the Washington correspondence of the N. Y. Herald: 


Although several heads of bureaus in the War Department may 
be retired, in accordance with the law limiting the time ot active 
service in the Army, it is understood that no changer are contem 
plated by the President until the next mecting of Congress 
Among the reagons given are that to make the annual reports of 
the Adjutant General, Quartermaster General, Surgeon General 
and Paymaster General, a detailed knowledge of the workings of 
each oftice is requisite, and as the time is at hand when such re- 
ports should be beguo it would put an onerous duty upon new 
officers to make such report-. It is known that it is not the Pre- 
sident’s intention to make the selection according to 
that reason the officers to be selected wonld prefer to wait notil 
the aeseptiing of Congress in order to avoid, as far as possible, 
opposition to their confirmation, which would be developed da- 
ring the recess if the appointments were made now. 'The number 
of applicants for the staff position is very Jarge, and revives the 
memory among Army officers of the st uggle made several years 
ago under Grant's administration, when there were a dozen appli- 
cants for the position of Commissary General, and each One was 
so p. cil arly fortified iu his demand that it was impossible fcr the 
President to make the uppyintment from among them without in- 
curring the combined opposition of the unsucecesful applicant. 
In that contest the President setiled the fight by sclecting an old 
personal friend and cla smate at West Point tor the office end 
ended the controversy. 








Tere will be a shaking among the dry bones when 
Jefferson Davis publishes his history of the Rebellion, 
now in press. He intends, we learn, to tell the whole 
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story of the encouragement secession received from some 
of the gentlemen who would be very unwilling to be 
suspected of having been even temporarily disloyal to 
“‘the old flag.” There is an interesting chapter of his- 
tory in this connection, and no one can write it better 
than Mr. Davis. 








Queen Victoria, with her own hand, wrote this, for 
the wreath of golden laurel leaves which she had placed 
upon the Prince Imperial’s coffin :

Everything, therefore, urged me 
to go, and I went.

How it was in 
the days of Thomas Jefferson may be learned from the 
following letter, published in Progress, written by that 
statesman to Jolin Langdon, of Portsmouth, N. H., who 
served in the Colonial Congress before and during the 
Revolution, was a signer of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, repeatedly Governor of his State, and a Senator 
in Congress from 1789 to 1891, but could not be tempted 
to take office under President Jefferson :

ADMIRAL AMMEN ON THE PANAMA CANAL. 


A WassinerTon despatch says: Admiral Ammen has 
submitted to the Secretary of State an elaborate report 
in which he gives a review of the proceedings of the 
Interoceanic Canal Congress and the remarks of the dis- 
tinguished engineers present on the various projects pro- 
posed for a ship route from ocean to ocean. In com- 
menting on the general features of the proceedings 
Admiral Ammen says: “From the first sitting it was 
apparent that there were two parties, one represented by 
M. Blanchet, who had an unconfirmed grant from the 
Nicaraguan government, and Licutenant Wyse, of the 
French navy, who has a grant from the Colombian gov- 
ernment, embraced with a reservation of the right to 
construct a ship canal over any part of her territory, the 
reservation applying, as I understand, to the already 
conceded right of the Panama Railroad. It was quite 
apparent as routes were presented and discussed that 
the ablest engineers generally ranged themselves on the 
side of the Nicaraguan route. The very able presenta- 
tion of both routes by Mr. Menocal and the opinion ex- 
pressed by Sir John Hawkshaw quite disturbed the 
equilibrium of the Panama route advocates, as will ap- 
pear in the reports of the sub-committee.” After much 
detail as regards plans he says (1) that personal interests 
arising from a concession for the construction of a canal 
are unfavorable to a relative consideration of the natural 
advantages as between two or more routes; that such 
personal interests did exist was quite apparent from first 
to last, and the concession was frequently partially dis- 
cussed or allowed to be, especially in the committees ; 
(2) that the discussion in Paris hasshown that hereafter in 
the examination of the question only the Nicaragua and 
Panama routes need critical examination, and that suffi- 
cient information exists as to all other routes; (3) that the 
canal @ niveau by the Isthmus of Panama, either with 
or without a tunnel, has been shown to be hopelessly 
impracticable of consideration as a commercial question ; 
(4) that a general and special knowledge now exisis among 
European engineers relative to the subject of a ship canal 
across the American continent which did not exist prior 
to the assembling of the congress in Paris. *‘ In view of 
the actualities, it seems properthat the Government of the 
United States should consider the question of the inter- 
oceanic ship canal, as still undetermined, notwith- 
standing the report of its commission on the subject, 
which has received acceptance by the people of the 
United States and by our ablest civil engineers, inas- 
much as it has not received a criticism. Should this 
be regarded as advisalle, it would seem necessary to 
form a commission of the ablest engineers of our Army 
and to invite the ablest civil engineers of our country 
and as well invite all the governments who were re- 
‘presented at the congress in Paris to send their engi- 
neers all to join in full discussion, and have equal 
powers, with the view of removing it from all extrane- 
ous influence of concessions or other objections than the 
consideration of the construction of a ship canal acro’s 
the continent capable of fulfilling the demands of the 
world’s commerce under the most economic condi- 
tions. The accompanying report of A. G. Menocal, 
Civil Engineer in the United States Navy, dated June 
21, 1879, and who accompanied Admiral Ammen to 
Paris, contains a careful technical review of the various 
projects considered by the congress and the approximate 
cost. His explanation of the Nicaraguan route is full 
and comprehensive. The committee of thirteen, come 
posed of the most able engineers present, and the views 
of Sir John Hawkshaw agreed as to the impracticability 
of the Panama and the feasibility of the Nicaraguan 
route. Mr. Menocal significantly says in his report ; 
‘* By these proceedings the remarkable condition is pre- 
sented of engineers designing and estimating on the cost 
of such an important work as the one under considera- 
tion, without proper knowledge of the ground on which 
the works are to be constructed, which was generally 
regarded as well as that of cost to be a matter of after 
consideration ; that it was also demonstrated that the 
surveys made by the United States Government were 
well known in Europe.” Headds that the Panamaroute 
will soon be abandoned for want of supporters. 


Ar an exhibition of signals on Woolwich Common, 
England, on the 9th of July, a distress signal seven 
inches long and two inches in diameter was shown. It 
is fired from a socket fixed to the bulwarks of the vessel, 
rises to the height of six hundred feet, bursts like a 
rocket and is visible for seven miles, the sound being 
heard thirteen miles off. ‘‘It is not unlikely,” says the 
London Times, ‘‘that before long these signals will 
quite supersede the gun and the use of rockets as signals 
of distress, the former of which is very difficult to load 
aud fire when the ship is rolling about or stranded, and 
the latter is still more difficult to let off under similar 
circumstances and send straight up or nearly so. The 
Chinese government has, we understand, ordered a 
quantity of these signals for use on board their gun- 
boats.” 


Ir is the general supposition that the firearms the Zu- 
lus possess have been acquired through the Portuguese 
at Delagoa Bay, which lies just north of Zululand. This 
is anerror. They have got them in a fashion akin to 
the way the North American Indians have obtained 
theirs, directly or indirectly from the persons of the very 
nationality against which they now are using them. 
Most of their firearms are of English manufacture, and 
have been bought one by one from Kaffirs, who had 
been paid them for labor in the diamond mines. Some 
are Martini-Henry rifles of the very best pattern, just as 
it is not uncommon to find our own Indians using better 
weapons than the regular troops we send to fight them. 
But the number of Zulus who carry rifles scarcely ex- 
ceeds one in ten, while every Indian in our Northwest- 
ern territories is well armed.— WV. Y. 7elegram, July 17.

AFFAIRS AT THE CAPITAL. 
WasHINGTon, July 28, 1879. 


Ir would be hard to tell the principle upon which the 
selection of the young gentlemen who are to be exam- 
ined for appointinents in the Army was made. In some 
cases, we are inclined to think that it was to follow out 
the rule of ‘‘ to whom hath shall be given,” for we see 
the name of one who has had a brother appointed to a 
lieutenancy within a few years, and who has been mar- 
ried for some time. One of them has not, we hear, 
completed his seventeenth year, and one Army officer 
has a son and a son-in-law in the list, and on former oc- 
casions he has had a brother and a nephew appointed to 
lieutenancies inthe Army. Gen. Atkinson’s grandson— 
the only male descendant of a gallant old soldier—had 
some of the strongest recommendations, and he had 
passed already at the head of the list in a competitive 
examination, but he was not among the fortunates. 
But there is still hope for some of the gentlemen whose 
names did not appear on this first list. “The examina- 
tions are not over yet, and then comes the question of 
confirmations. A member of Congress stated yesterday 
thrt he thought it very doubtful whether the Senate 
would confirm these appointments; but, even if they 
were unfairly made, we see no reason why they should 


not be confirmed, if the examinations are passed and | 


they are recommended for appointment by the Examin- 
ing Board.

THE INDIAN CAMPAIGNS. 
A Wasuinaton despatch of July 24 says: ‘‘ The War 


Department has to-day received from General Sheridan | 


telegrams corroborating the published reports of a fight 
between a band of Sioux Indians and the advance of 
General Miles’s command. Lieutenant Clark, with two 
companies of cavalry and two of mounted infantry and 
about 100 friendly Indians, attacked a band of Sioux 
south of the Milk River. Shortly after the attack the 
Indians surrounded Clark’s command, but on the ap- 
proach of the main body of troops the Indians retreated, 
going towards the British Territory. The Sioux lost six 
killed. Our loss was two soldiers (P. M. Hardman and 
Geo. E. Stand, Co. C, 2d Cavalry,) and six Indians 
wounded, two of the latter seriousiy. To-day special 
and positive instructions have been sent by the War 
Department to prevent General Miles from bringing on 
an Indian war, and telling him that the only purpose of 
sending him into the field was to protect the navigation 
of the Missouri River. Secretaries McCrary, Thompson 
and Schurz had a conference to-day on the subject and 
anticipate no serious conflict, although, of course, it 
cannot be known what action Sitting Bull may take 
should he perceive the soldiers near the Canadian line. 
It is thought to be the intention of General Miles to ap- 


proach the border with a view to reconnoitring Sitting | 


Bull’s camp.” 

Indian Agent Lincoln, at Fort Belknap, Montana 
Territory, reports to the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
that 22 lodges of ‘‘ British Bloods” recently crossed the 
line and encamped near his post. They were well sup- 
plied with meat and were very impudent. They waited 
upon the Adjutant in a body and demanded a feast. 
Upon his refusal they set fire to the hay on the meadow, 
and exhibited other hostilities. They are now encamped 
five or six miles from the fort, and, the agent says, in- 
tend remaining there some time. He suggests that the 
military ‘‘ take the band in hand and show thein across 
the line at an early day.” 


A telegram from Gen. Sheridan says: ‘‘ Commanding

Cavalry, at Barry’s Landing, reports that Wolf's band 
of Crows is at the Landing, with information that 300 
lodges of Sioux are south of the Missouri, on the way to 
Tongue River, to make friends with the whites.” 

A Washington despatch to the N. Y. World says: 
‘*' The Indian Commissioner says that the English In- 
dians who have come over the border among the Crows 
are on a hunting expedition and come in parties of from 
twenty to fifty lodges. There have been several fights 
between the Crows and these intruding savages, as there 
is not more than enough game in that region for the 
Indians of the agency. For the 7,500 Indians there the 
department has an appropriation of only $75,000, and itis 
absolutely necessary that they should have all the game 
of the country to be properly subsisted. Although the 
Sitting Bull Indians are taking away the needed food of 
the Crows, he nevertheless thinks they may be got rid 
of without any fighting by General Miles, and he is in- 
clined to the opinion that General Miles has gone to the 
Milk River with his small force of 800 men simply as a 
corps of observation. He is led to this belief largely 
because he thinks the number of troops altogether too 
small to wage successful warfare on the Indians. 
General Miles is so shrewd a man and so experienced an 
Indian fighter that Commissioner Hoyt cannot believe 
that he will bring on a fight while he has so small a 
force. Sitting Bull has always expressed great confi- 
dence and trust in General Miles, and has said that if 
they two could get together and have a talk an under- 
standing could be reached and a permanent peace 
established.” 

A despatch from Gen. Miles’s camp, near Little Rocky 
Creek, Montana Territory, dated July 26, says: ‘‘Our 
scouts have captured some Sioux women who attempted 
to join the party which was defeated on Thursday. 
They say that Sitting Bull has begun a retrograde move- 
ment, and is now on or beyond the British line. They 
confirm the estimate of his strength already given, but 
think he will act mostly on the defensive. The buffalo 
are all coming south, so that Sitting Bull must either 
fight or starve. Sioux scouts watch our movements all 
the time.” A special to the Bismarck 7’7rivune from 
Fort Buford says: ‘‘The Gros Ventres and Mandans 
began their annual sun-dance yesterday. They have 
erected a huge tepee at their camp near Fort Union, 
two miles from this post, and are testing by their usual 
methods the nerves and endurance of their young men, 
previous to declaring them duly initiated braves. The 
Crow-that-flies-high has three sons undergoing the 
ordeal. The ceremonies attract numerous visitors from 
this vicinity.” 

The report of the massacre of the Lambert family by 
the Indians is confirmed. It is not yet known by what 
band or tribe the outrage was committed, although it 
occurred within three miles of the Yankton camp. 
They were two miles back from the river on the prairie, 
hunting, when the Indians circled around them and 
| commenced firing. Lambert had only three cartridges 
i attacked. He used them to the best advantage, 
| and after his horse was shot he fell down by the animal’s 
| side. His wife and four children were in turn killed 
land scalped. The two little boys, who were found and 
ferried across to the agency at Wolf Point on a log raft, 
were so seriously wounded that they cannot live. One 
was shot in the side and the other in the back, with his 
forehead smashed in and one eye out. Lambert was an 
intelligent half-breed, noted for his friendship to the 
whites. The Assinniboines at Wolf Peint surrounded a 
party of Yancktonias, who were visiting them, and 
charged them with killing Lambert, and threatened their 
lives, but the Yancktonias took the hint and left. 
| Parties from the Standing Rock and Red Cloud Agen- 
| cies are reported all along the river, and the wood-chop- 
| pers credit them with Lambert’s death. 

Scouts who left Fort Peck on the 23d state that on 
that date the report from Gen. Miles placed his com- 
mand in camp at Beaver Creek, a rest for’ men and 
animals being needed after the fight of the 17th and 
subsequent pursuit of the hostiles. 

Ottawa advices are that Sitting Bull and his men are 
peaceably inclined. Their relations with the mounted 
| police were never more satisfactory. But the Battleford 
| Herald of June 30 says the Blackfeet and Sans Arcs 
| Indians, who it was supposed had gone home, returned 
, to Battleford, being unable to cross south of the Sas- 
katchewan owing to high water. The condition of the 
| Indians is terrible in the extreme. Rations of tea and

| A Washington despatch to the N. Y. Herald says: 
| ‘*The impression among the officers in the Adjutant- 
| General’s Bureau is that the party struck was a peace 
| party, and that the movements of Lieutenant Clark, of 
| the 2d Cavalry, who commanded the attacking party 
| indicated, that the Indians were nct expecting or pre- 
pared for a fight. It appears that the news was not 
only not expected, but is exceedingly unwelcome.

A 8t. Paul despatch of July 28 declares that it is said 
at Department Headquarters that Gen. Miles, in his 
campaign against the Indians, is acting under precise 
instructions from Gen. Terry, and that he has not ex- 
ceeded or departed from them.

A Fort Keogh despatch of July 29 to the N. Y. 
Herald, says: ‘ A small party of hostiles detached from 
Sitting Bull’s band ran Ingalls and Ames, who were re- 
pairing a telegraph line eighty-five miles northeast of 
Fort Keogh, for miles and into Clear Creek. This is the 
second demonstration ever made on a telegraph line. 
The first was made between here and Deadwood last 
April. It indicates the breaking up of an old supersti- 
tion that it was bad medicine—that is, unlucky to meddle 
with the telegraph spirit or operator.” 

Texas, also, furnishes this week an item of Indian 
campaigning. A special despatch from Fort Davis to 
the Galveston News, July 29, says: ‘‘ Major Courtney 
skirmished with the Indians at the Salt Lakes, seventy- 
five miles west of this post, on Saturday. Two soldiers 
were badly wounded. Ten horses were captured from 
the Indians.” 

A steamer from Fort Peck, July 28, reports sixty half 
breed prisoners at that point sent by General Miles. 
They were selling ammunition to hostiles. Therecwere 
170,000 rounds of cartridge loaded on that day for Miles’ 
command. Nine Nez Pérces from the British side 
passed down the river on steamers en route to Joseph's 
band. Two of Joseph’s brothers were in the party. 








FORT MONROE. 


A weiter in the Philadelphia Times gives an interest- 
ing description of things in and about Fort Monroe, 
beginning with the Artillery School: 

Fort Monroe is garrisoned by five companies of artil- 
lery, one from each of the five regiments of that arm of 
the service, and is utilized as a school of artillery of the 
highest order of education in every branch of military 
science, as a post graduate course. In this school are 
taught practical lessons of the art of war, being. the 
opposite of the comparatively theoretical education of 
West Point, imparted at an age when manhood has 
supplemented youth and experience ripened the fruit of 
life. The students, in addition to the artillery drill and 
practice, are taught to dismount and mount guns of all 
calibres, to accurately understand the nature, use and 
character of explosive substances, to map topographi- 
cally, to-survey and plat land surfaces, to employ tele- 
graphy, photography and other cognate branches of 
special science, this, in addition to engineering and the 
study of constitutional and statute law, the laws of 
nations and of nature, high mathematics and the like. 
Last spring the students went out upon a reconnoissance, 
remaining in the field several weeks, mapping and ex- 
ploring the Peninsula. Subsequently the school ma 
out the campaigns of Gen. Grant in the West and .

THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


About three miles from Fort Monroe is situated the 
‘* National Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers,” and 
a more lovely or attractive place is hardly to be found. 
This institution is under the command of Captain P. T. 
Woodfin, Deputy Governor and Treasurer. 

Here are domiciled between six and seven hundred of 
the nation’s defenders, fed, clothed, and cared for by 
the generosity of the Government and aided by dona- 
tions from public-spirited citizens. The grounds are 
beautifully kept by the veterans, ornamented by shrub- 
bery and all the decorations incident to landscape 
gardening. The buildings are imposing and the com- 
manding officer’s quarters are literally embowered in 
foliage. Mrs. Woodfin’s conservatory is alone worth a 
visit to the Home, compared to which the White House 
Conservatory is a Satyr to Hyperion. Here, among 
other varieties, the finest known show of fuchsias may 
be seen, and the climate is peculiarly adapted to nourish 
the tenderest plants. 

An interview with Captain Woodfin was specially 
interesting, and revealed many curious features of this 
soldier community. Captain Woodfin, upon being 
pressed on the subject, frankly admitted that the great 
drawback, if not the bane of the institution, was idle- 
ness, consequent upon the lack of employment. There 
is little for the men to do, other than police duty, and 
the want of occupation operates unhealthily in many 
important essentials. The men eat, drink, and sleep, 
lounge around and hence degenerate into lazzaroni. 
Almost any kind of manufacturing would be of great 
benefit to the inmates of the home, as their services 
could be utilized in the various grades and employments 
of the establishment. 

It was both painful and amusing to see the companies 
of one-legged and one-armed soldiers on parade, a 
battalion of ‘‘ torsos,” who had left their limbs upon the 
battle-fields from the Atlantic to the Gulf. Although 
ex-brigadiers, ex-coloucls, ex-majors, ex-captains, ex- 
lieutenants, ex-sergeants, ex-corporals and ex-privates 
comprise the personnel of the Home, the previous dis- 
tinctions of rank are obliterated, and all are upon 

uality, save that incident to the discipline of the 
Home. Captain Woodfin is entitled to great credit for 
his able management of the institution, under the many 
difficulties which have surrounded and still encompass 
his efforts. 

THE HAMPTON NORMAL INSTITUTE. 


A short distance from the Soldiers’ Home is located 
the Hampton Normal and Agricultural Institute, pre- 
sided over by General 8. C. Armstrong and attended by 
about three hundred colored pupils and seventy Indian 

ouths. The total number of graduates from this 
institution since it opened, in April, 1868, is 316, and 
the total number of admissions has been 1,027 for the 
same period. Applicants for admission are required to 
have a knowledge of reading, writing, and arithmetic, 
to be sound in health, of good character and between 
the ages of 14 and 25 years. The total charges for 
students for the past year were $22,537, and the amount 
of assistance given to needy pupils was ¥3,223. The 
students paid in labor the same year to the value of 
$14,504, and graduates who were in debt show a good 
spirit by paying up as fast as they can carn money. 
General Armstrong states that the graduates find no 
difficulty in obtaining employment. A generous friend 
of education has recently purchased and donated a fine 
farm of 330 acres near the institution, which will afford 
work for the students and be an excellent place for the 
Indians to pass the summer. 

HAZING AT WEST POINT. 

Tne hazing troubles at the Military Academy are now 
evidently approaching a climax. The section in the 
General Regulations which is relied upon to prohibit 
and punish the offence of hazing is this: 

Cadets are not only required to abstain from all vicieus, im- 
moral, and irregular conduct, bat it is enjoined upon them to con- 
duct themselves, upon every occasion, with the propricty and 
decoram which characterizea the society of gemlemen. Any 
Cadet who shall be guilty of conduct unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman shall be disintssed the service. 

A West Point correspondent of the N. Y. Times 
explains the offences committed in these hazing affairs, 
‘are only extraordinary and unusually bad when tried by 
the standard of the Military Academy. A young man 
who should publicly call another ‘a slimy beast,’ and 

recede it with an oath, would probably be reprimanded 

y the authorities at the average college. At West Point 
nothing but summary dismissal from the Academy will 
satisfy. The Third Class men on their part think the 
offence of the ‘ plebes’ in telling upon their classmates is 
a crime of the deepest hue, it having always been held 
that a ‘plebe’ should take his troubles like a man and 
say nothing about them, remembering that his turn may 
come to haze ‘plebes’ who are to succeed him.” The 
refusal of the Third Class to testify as to the delinquents 
is due to a sense of class honor. 

The West Point correspondent of the N. Y. Herald, 
noting that the official order of dismissal reached Gen. 
Schofield on the 28th, says: ‘*The names of the dis- 
missed cadets are William P. Stone, Arkansas, eighteen 
years old; Edgar S. Walker, Missouri, twenty-one ; 
‘Walter Allen, Mississippi. twenty-one: William C. 
Langfitt, Ohio, twenty; James A. Goodin, Kentucky, 
eighteen, and Henry M. Sherman, Michigan, nineteen 
years. There were altogether sixteen cadets of the 
Third Class placed under arrest and ten remain to be 
tried by Court-n artial. It is not thought that the trials 
will result in any further dismissals.”

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STARTING WITH GEN. MILES. 


A LertTer to the N. Y. Herald from Fort Peck, dated 
July 13, gives this interesting picture of Gen. Miles's 
base of supplies just before the start : 

About 48 degrees north latitude, and between 106 and 
107 longitude west, on the big bend of the Missouri, and 
over 1,300 miles by river from Bismarck, the present 
terminus of the Northern Pacific Railroad and all civil- 
ization, stands Fort Peck. Once an important Indian 
trading post, long since abandoned, nothing of it now 
remains but a ruined stockade, the crumbling walls of 
a once extensive store house, and an old covered way 
to the more commanding ground on the bill that rises 
behind it. This spot, so long abandoned by white 
man and red, is repeopled, full of life and labor. Here 
are steamboats and a large colony of human ants un- 
loading them. Here is Gen. Miles’s base of supplies 
for his expedition. The bank looks like a St. Louis 
steamboat levee, so piled up is it with boxes and 
merchandise and grain of all kinds. But the tents of 
C and K companies of the 6th Infantry, the sentries, 
with their muskets, standing guard over these stores ; 
the horses, with military equipments hitched about, 
and a preponderance of ordnance and ammunition 
never since the Rebellion to be seen on a steamboat 
levee, stamp its character not as commerce, but apper- 
taining to grim visaged war. 

The brow of the hill that rises a little back of the 
bands is crowned with 150 six-mule wagons, with the 
mules quietly grazing beyond. A few are tied to the 
wagons in readiness. The long line of Sibley tents, 
with their white conical tops rising, spire like, behind 
the wagons, give a species of the Cathedral of San 
Marco style of architecture—-a graceful, Moorish, min- 
aret like finish to the brow of the hill. 

Next beyond these comes Companies A, B, C, G, H, 
I, and K, 5th Infantry, Gen. Miles’s own regiment, com- 
manded by Captains Casey, Carter, Ovenshine, Borden, 
Randall, and Hargous. It looks like a cavalry command, 
with its lines of Indian ponies picketed along the line of 
tents. This infantry regiment campaigns altogether 
mounted on Indian ponies captured in former Indian 
wars. Miles perceived some time ago that Indians could 
catch us when they pleased, and that when it served 
their purpose to retreat we were unable to follow them 
up. He took the earliest opportunity to mount his men 
on the same animals on which the Indians enjoyed such 
superior powers of locomotion, and with good results. 
The little animals are fat and frisky on the small amount 
of grain they occasionally receive. It won't do to give 
them much. Their ancestors for many a generation back 
have never known more luxurious provender than grass 
and sage brush, and the amount of forage required to 
keep an American horse in condition would cause two 
Indian ponies to die of surfeit. They have none of the 
meannesses of the California bronco. They are brought 
up like the [rishman’s pig, in the heart of the family, 
and are very docile in consequence. 

One hundred recruits were assigned this battalion this 
morning, and this evening they are being introduced to 
their ponies. The 1st sergeants are superintending the 
operation. There is a sort of impromptu track, where 
the neophyte is put on his horse bareback and made to 
walk, trot, and gallop around. Many are thrown, amid 
the good natured jeers of the old men, while some dis- 
play elegant horsemanship and receive the plaudits of 
their comrades. Col. Whistler, Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the regiment, commands the infantry. The Colonel is 
a veteran of 33 years’ service, straight, over six feet tall, 
with an immense mass of closely curling iron gray hair, 
for which the Indians have christened him ‘‘ Bad Hair.” 
In fact, the majority of his officers are veterans of the 
Civil War, with gray in their beards and showing the 
inevitable traces of four years’ war and fourteen years’ 
hard frontier service on top of that. Lieut. Long, Regi- 
mental Adjutant, is with this battalion as its adjutant in 
the field. 

Beyond .them is the cavalry battalion from Fort 
Keogh, consisting of Companies A, B, E, and I, Capts. 
Dewees, Peale, Huggins, and Hamilton, and Lieuts. 
Hall and Kingsbury. It is commanded by Col. Eugene 
M. Baker, who acquired a reputation some years ago by 
overtaking and routing Piegans in the ‘lead of winter. 
Still further on come the tents of the 2d Cavalry battal- 
ion, Companies M, C, and G, 2d Cavalry, Capts. Mix 
and Wheelan, Lieuts. O’Brien and Hoppin. 

Major David Gordon commands these. The Major 
was an early beginner in our late war, being one of those 
who made the celebrated dash through the main street 
of Fairfax Court House, under Lieut. Tompkins, 6th 
Cavalry, now Lieutenant-Colonel Quartermaster’s De- 
partment, and Chief Quartermaster, Department of 
Jakota. In front of these comes the headquarter tents 
of Gen. Miles, with Lieut. Baldwin, of the 5th Infantry, 
Acting Assistant Adjutant-General; Lieut. Bowen, 
Quartermaster ; Dr. Girard, Chief Medical officer. A 
son of Senator Lamar is with the expedition, a guest of 
the officers. 

Near here, too, stand the little artillery park of Gatling 
and the new revolving Hotchkiss guns. ‘The largest is 
but 1 45-100 of an inch calibre. They are very demora- 
lizing to the Indians, however, who have nothing to 
reply tothem. I saw some good, effective target prac- 
tice with the Hotchkiss at over a mile and a half range. 
Capt. Rice, 5th Infantry, of trowel bayonet fame, com- 
mands this battery, 

Up the river, in another direction, came the trains of 
pack mules. Still further on, their little medicine flags 
tuttering among the tepees, came the Indian scouts— 
Crows, Cheyennes, and Sioux. They are noticeably 
taller than the white soldiers. The Crows are the most 
picturesque of all in their dress, and of lightest complex- 
ion. Their brilliantly striped blankets, gaudy equip- 
ments and crimson sashes, nearly sweeping the ground, 
make a group of them anywhere on a green bank a pic- 


ivory-handled umbrella. The troops and these Indian 
scouts have just been paid in the field. The white sol- 
diers di ited less than ten per cent. of their earnings, 
but the Indians have sent twenty-eight per cent. of theirs 
to their families. 

At the risk of a digression I respectfully submit that 

this hiring of these Indians by the Government as soldier 
scouts will do more to civilize and Christianize them in 
three months than will thirty years preaching to them in 
a foreign tongue by a man who can neither kill game, 
ride horseback well or fight—a style of man whom they 
despise from the bottom of their hearts and whose ser- 
mons they humorously term ‘‘wind pudding.” The 
Indian soldier receives $13 a month, the same as ours, 
and forty cents a day additional for use and risk of his 
ponies and equipment. More faithful servants the Gov- 
eroment has never had. Furthermore, the start the red 
man gets in this way of his brethren he is apt to hold. 
They watch our company cooking closely, buy exact 
duplicates of our utensils and try our dishes. Those 
which please them they adopt permanently. They ac- 
quire a great fondness for milk. Any of the Crows will 
give a pony for a cow, and they have a good farm in 
common and improved stock. These men have a stake 
in life and will not go to war against us. It is notice- 
able how much of a laughing animal the Iudian becomes 
by associating with the whites. They learn to play 
— on cach other as our soldiers do and enjoy hearty 
aughs over it. 
The river about here has been presenting a lively ap- 
pearance. The steamers General Sherman and Rosebud 
have been ferrying the expedition across; a small army 
has been running to and fro carrying grain, hard bread 
and bacen, some of the men staggering under heavy 
boxes of ordnance, while big Army wagons have been 
run down perpendicular banks, held back by long ropes 
held by many hands. Balky and timid horses have been 
roped in. A big chase after the beef herd has taken 
place, followed by a refusal to be steamboated and the 
final driving them into the Missouri, where some crossed 
without further accident and others stuck fast in the 
shoals and flats of that muddy stream and were roped 
out by Indians. Everything 1s bustle and activity. To- 
night one old Indian marched solemnly up to Lieut. 
Clarke who has assumed charge of them all, and by 
signs complained that at the rising of the sun he had 
appeared with his pony at the field forge, and at the 
setting of that luminary the blacksmith had departed, 
leaving his pony still unshod. Orders are already out 
for a movement at half-past six a. m., July 15.

GEN. LONGSTREET ON THE WAR. 





A GAINESVILLE (Ga.) writer in the Philadel phia Times 
says: 

If you shculd happen to find yourself in this little 
mountain town—and you could not well find yourself in 
a cooler place—and you were to drop in at the dingy 
Post Office—and you could not well drop in at a dingier 
one—-you would, in all probability, meet with a surprise 
when you inquired for your letters. Instead of the 
hurried, pert, and inquisitive apparition that pops up at 
the call-hole of the average country Post Office when a 
strange voice is heard, you would be confronted with a 
deliberate and noble face. Through the little window 
you would see a large, well-shaped head, a pair of brave, 
frank y eyes, a strong, expressive mouth, massive 
jaws, silken moustache, and whiskers almost white, and 
worn as Burnsides, the whole fine in tone and fibre, 
aristocratic in every detail, and carrying a singular im- 
pression of power and dignity; you would then be 
looking into the eyes of the most accomplished soldier 
on the Southern side of the late war, the man that led 
the Southern troops in the first real battle of that 
gigantic struggle. Lee’s most trusted and best-loved 
lieutenant, the ‘* bull-dog” of the Army of Virginia 
Gen. James Longstreet. You would watch him with 
interest, remark his striking likeness to King William of 
Prussia, thank him for his courteous reply to your 
inquiries, and then step out and inquire about him. 

Gen. Longstreet is a Georgian. It is true that he was 
born just across the line in South Carolina, but his family 
is Georgian and bis home has been in Georgia. The 
Longstreets have always been considerable people of 
intelligence and authority. They have been distin- 
guished in the pulpit, on the bench and in letters. 
Judge Longstreet is the author of the ‘‘ Georgia Scenes,” 
the best character sketch book probably ever produccd 
in this country. Gen. Longstreet was born in 1820, and 
entered the West Point Academy when he was 18 years 
of age. In 1842 he graduated and entered the Army. 
He served with dictinction in the Mexican war and won 
two brevet promotions. He was the most intimate 
friend, probably, that Gen. Lee ever had, and he had 
the luck, or ill luck, of being the chief actor in at least 
two of the decisive battles of the war. 

I had the pleasure of a long and eusy talk with Gen. 
Longstreet concerning the cunduct of the war. Said 
Gen. Longstreet, erect, military, and precise in manner, 
but courteous always: ‘‘I was paymaster in the United 
States Army when the trouble between the States began. 
I had the rank of major, and was stationed in New 
Mexico. I viewed from my distant point of observa- 
tion the agitation of the Southern leaders with im- 
patience. {1 was devoted to the Union and failed to see 
any cause for breaking it up when secession was accom- 
plished. I held on. I had determined to remain where 
{ was if secession was peacefully accomplished, of 
which, however, I had little hope. My relatives in

I replied that if there was going to be any war it would 
last for several years, and that in that time every soldier 
would find his level, and so it mattered little whether he 
commenced at the top or bottom.

‘* After Bragg’s failure to follow up the advantage at 
Chattanooga T felt that only a miracle could save us, and 
you know a soldier does not rely to any great extent on 
miracles. You see, as regards Gettysburg, we had 
staked a great deal on the invasion of which I was the 
turning point. It had been decided that we must make 
an offensive campaign. I did not favor the invasion of 
Pennsylvania. My idea was to hurry the army then 
concentrating at Jackson for the purpose of succoring 
Vicksburg forward to Tullahoma, where Bragg was 
confronting Rosecrans, and to send my corps to the 
same point. With these combined forces Rosecrans 
might have been easily crushed, and with our grand 
army we could have swept through Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky and pierced Ohio. By sending this great force, 
with these prestige of victory, through Tennes3ee and 
Kentucky, we would have won over both of those 
doubtful States. I found, however, that Gen. Lee had 
his head very much set on invading Pennsylvania. I 
agreed to his plans, only making one point, viz., that we 
should never attack the Federals, but force them to at- 
tack us. I remembered Jackson’s saying: ‘ We some- 
times fail to drive the enemy from a position; they 
always fail to drive us.’ The invasion was made. Its 
wise plan was changed by the battle of Gettysburg, and 
we were forced back across the river. I felt then that 
we were beaten. I considered it simply a question of 
time. Once after this there was a chance (a bare 
chance) of saving the Confederacy. This was after the 
battle of Chickamauga, which was in many respects the 
mst brilliant victory of the war. The enemy was more 
thoroughly put to rout here than before or since. If 
there ever was an occasion that demanded pursuit pell- 
mell this was the time. The Federals were rushing 
back on Chattanooga in the utmost confusion. It was a 
bright moonlight night and our people were anxious to 
pursue. We might actually have entered Chattanooga 
with the flying Federals, and thus recovered the key to 
Georgia and East Tennessee. Gen. Bragg declined to 
follow up his advantage. The enemy rallied, re-formed, 
and Bragg was driven back to Missionary Ridge. I had 
a talk with Mr. Davis shortly after Chickamauga. I 
told him that there was no hope for the triumph of our 
arms. He was very much discouraged and finally grew 
petulant. He said he never remembered having seen such 
& movement as I proposed at Chickamauga. I replied 
that if his memory would carry him as far back as the 
first Manassas he would see such a movement. He re- 
plied very tartly, and we had some sharp words. These 
were arranged, however, and we parted on good terms.” 

In answer to questions, Longstreet said he considered 
Gen. Grant the greatest of Federal generals, but Gettys- 
burg as the greatest of battles in the war. 





THE ZULU WAR. 

Arter the battle of Ulundi, described in the 
JournaL of last week, Lord Chelmsford, in pursuance 
of Sir Garnet Wolseley’s orders, fell back on Kamba- 
wasa, so as to unite his forces with Gen. Crealock’s 
column. Sir Garnet Wolseley himself is at Port Durn- 
ford, in the neighborhood of Gen. Crealock’s command. 
When the troops entered Ulundi they found that every- 
thing of value had been removed to a new kraal built 
by King Cetywayo when the war broke out, 15 miles 
north of Ulundi, and approached only through a long 
and narrow ravine. King Cetywayo has some of his 
chief regiments with him as a body guard. The British, 
in some doubt of getting at Cetywayo, again talk of set- 
ting up his brother Oham, who surrendered some time 
ago, as chief of the lower part of Zululand. Beyond 
Ulundi the country is a wilderness, where the difficul- 
ties of transportation would exceed anything yet expe- 
rienced. The official return of the British losses does 
not include those among the native contingent. The 
Zulus were compelled to pause by the heavy fire when 
they arrived within 60 yards of the British squares. 
They had come with a magnificent rush, in dense 
masses, on the rear of the square, and seemed deter- 
mined to get to close quarters. Their attack on the 
left flank was not nearly so determined, as that was pro- 
tected by a Gatling gun, which the Zulus greatly dread. 
The estimates of the Zulu losses vary so greatly as 
to show that they are pure guessing; the highest is 
1,500.

THe Lenni Lenare, Tuat Came Ovt or tHe Far 
West.—An Atlanta, Ga., letter to the N. Y. Times 
says: Lieut. Vogdes, of the 5th Artillery, now stationed 
in this city, has bestowed much time upon the study of 
ancient mounds and the mound-builders, and has per- 
sonally examined some of the mounds in Florida and in 
this State. Lieut. Vogdes has in his possession a copy 
of ‘‘The Olden Time,” a monthly publication printed in 
Pittsburg in 1846, and devoted to the study of theories 
about the early settlement of America, and it is he- 
lieved to be the only copy extant. It contains many in- 
teresting traditions of the olden tribes of Indians, and 
quoting Mr. Heckenelder, tells how the Lenni Lenape, 
who had for many years lived in the far Western coun- 
try, determined to migrate eastward. Journeying from 
the West they came to the Nameesi Sipu (Mississippi), 
where thev fell in with the Mengwe (Iroquois,) who 
had also abandoned a distant country and were proceed- 
ing eastward to find a country that should please them. 
In attempting to cross the Nameesi Sipu the Lenni Len- 
ape were attacked by the Talligeni or Alligeni, and, 
being joined by the Mengwe, a powerful race living 
along the Ohio River, the two = nations fought 
furious battles with the giants of the Alligenis. The 


Lenni Lenape and their allies were victorious, and drove 
the Alligenis from their country, after a long-continued’ 


war. A division of the conquered country was made 
between the victors, the Mengwe taking the land in the 
vicinity of the great lakes, and the Lenni Lenape the 
southern country. Their warriors were inclined to ex- 
plore further eastward, and, crossing the mountains, the 
Susquehanna and Chesapeake Bay, reached the sea. 
; The Minsi were considered the most warlike 
and active branch of the Lenape. They extended their 
settlements from the Minisink, a place named after them, 
where they had their council seat and fire, quite up to 
the Hudson on the east, and to the west or southwest 
far beyond the Susquchanna ;_ their northern boundaries 
were supposed originally to be the heads of the great 
rivers Susquehanna and Delaware, and their southern 
boundaries that ridge of hills known in New Jersey by 
the name of Muskanecum, and in Pennsylvania, by 
those of Lehigh, Coghnewago, etc. Within this boun- 
dary were their principal settlements; and, even as late 
as the year 1742, they had a town, with a large peach 
orchard, on the tract of land where Nazareth, in Penn- 
sylvania, has since been built ; another on Lehigh, (the 
west branch of the Delaware), and others beyond the 
Blue Ridge, besides small family settlements here and 
there scattered.” 





of July 19, Henry C. Wayne writes that the introduc- 
tion of breastplates into the military service, was by 
Gen. McDowell, ‘‘ when Major and Assistant Adjutant- 
General, for the protection of our officers and men in 
Indian fighting against lances, arrows and armes blanches 
generally. The Major had visited Europe and inspected 
its armies and brought back from France this breastplate 
or cuirass for introduction into our service for the pur- 
poses above mentioned. This was shortly before the 
war. I was, at the time, in charge of the Bureau of 
Clothing, Equipage and Equipment in the Quartermas- 
ter-General’s Office of the United States Army, ‘and 
Major McDowell exhibited and explained to me officially 
the use and manner of using the plates. Their intro- 
duction was approved and sanctioned by the authorities ; 
and having been adopted as an incidental equipment, 
were no doubt used in the Civil War. I heard during 
the war of their use, and that their utility, extra weight 
considered, was a matter of discussion. The famous 
Cuirassiers of France wear steel breastplates and back 
pieces outside over their clothing, and assuredly their 
record is not one to be ashamed of. The change from 
one heavy piece outside to two light, flexible and tough 
steel plates conveniently pocketed, when desired, in the 
breast of the ordinary military coat of other arms of ser- 
vice, was an improvement in accordance with the pro- 
gress of the perind. They were recognized in Europe 
as legitimate protectors, and so worn, and were equally 
legitimate in America. We had none. If we had pos- 
sessed them those who believed in their protection 
would no doubt have carried them as in France, sans 
peur et sans reproche.” 





A Paris correspondent of the N. Y. 7'tines, describing 
the late review at Longchamps, of July 13, says: The 
number of troops on the ground was about 18,000, con- 
sisting of the garrison of the Ecole Militaire, the Garde 
Republicaine, the Sapeurs-Pompiers, the Twenty-fifth 
Battalion of Chasseurs in the first line; the Gendarmerie 
Mobile, First Regiment of Engineers, and Twentieth 
Squadron of the train formed the second line, together 
with the Ninth Division of infantry; the third line was 
composed of the Eighth and Sixth Divisions of infantry. 
In rear were drawn up the Third and Nineteenth Bri- 
gades of artillery, and the Nineteenth Squadron of the 
train; on the left of the artillery stood the cavalry divi- 
sion, comprising the Cadets of St. Cyr, the Gendarmerie 
of the Seine, the Republican Guard, and the Legion 
Mobile, all of which were attached to the troops of the 
first line for the ‘‘march in review.” The other cavalry 
were two brigades of cuirassiers, one brigade of chas- 
seurs, and one brigade of dragoons, all under the com- 
mand of Gen. Thornton. As all reviews are alike in 
whatever country they take place, there is no need to 
particularize for this one, on which I will confine my 
remarks to saying that the St. Cyriens, who were at the 
head of the column, looked well, marched well, and 
were, as they always are, much applauded. The infan- 
try generally showed a marked improvement in the 
dressing and marching; their wheels were executed 
with more precision than usual, and they wabbled less 
and lost less distance. The cavalry, as always, was de- 
plorable; the cuirassiers, who closed the column, kept 
up a semblance of order, but the dragoons rode badly 
and were badly aligned, while the chasseurs, on horses 
not much bigger than Newfoundland dogs, were all over 
the shop, each man seemingly trying, and with much 
success, to see how badly he could ride. The artillery, 
in column by battery, was splendid in every respect, 
and the ambulance kept together as well as the artillery, 
than which more cannot be said in their praise. Gen. 
Aymard, the Military Governor of Paris, commanded. 








A Sap Arrair.—A San Antonio despatch of July 27, 
to the N. Y. Herald, says: ‘‘ The son of General E. O. 
C. Ord, the Department Commander, young James Ord, 
was arrested to-day at Pleasanton, Atascosa county, 
charged with being accessory to the killing of Theo- 
dore T. Dewees, who was killed there yesterday even- 
ing. Dewees. who was a sheep ranchero and who 
gambled sometimes, had a feud which originated in 
Charles Lempke having told his family of his sporting 
proclivities, that resulted in Dewees’ wife’s separation 
from him. Lempke and he met last evening and had a 
quarrel, which resulted in the death of Dewees, and it 
is charged that young Ord furnished Lempke with the 
knife with which he stabbed Dewees in the abdomen, 
causing his death in a few moments. Dewees has rela- 
tives here who are wealthy and he is wealthy. General 
Ord immediately proceeded to Pleasanton with Mr. 
Columbus Upson and returned this evening. They 
were met out on the road ten miles from town by J. 8. 
Ramsey, who witnessed the killing of Dewees. Ram- 





sey says young Ord and Lempke were riding off when 





they were hailed by Dewees, who called them back. 
When they came to where he was they dismounted and 
Lempke asked Dewees what he wanted, when Dewees 
said, ‘I want to give you some of this,’ and, after strik- 
ing Lempke, turned to Ord, and said, ‘Maybe you want 
some too.’ Ord said he had nothing to do with tke 
quarrel, and then Dewees struck Lempke again. 
Lempke then stabbed him, and he died almost imme- 
diately. Ord, Ramsey states, did not give the knife to 
Lempke, and both of them were armed with knives and 
pistols. Ord has been released on bond, and will be 
fined for carrying deadly weapons. Lempke will te 
examined before a committing magistrate to-morrow. 
Ord’s counsel thinks Ord’s connection with the affair 
will cease upon his payment of the fine. Dewees’ wife 
has been telegraphed for. She lives at Tyler. Ord is 
engaged to be married in a short time, and, al 

he has been wild, was never believed to be 

Lempke was up before the Recorder and fined recently 
for fighting.” 

A subsequent despatch from San Antonio gives this 
version of the affair: ‘‘Charles Temple and James Ord, 
a sonof Gen. Ord, Department Commander, were riding 
from the town of Pleasanton when they were hailed 
Thomas F. Dewees, between whom and Temple a fe 
existed. Temple asked Dewees what was wanted, 
when the latter knocked him from his horse with his 
fist. Temple retreated, but was followed by Dewees, 
who continued striking him. Finally, Temple drew a 
knife, and plunged it into Dewees’s heart, causing in- 
stant death. Temple and Ord were arrested, but the 
latter has since been released.” 


TURKEY AND HER WAR. 
In the last number of the Berlin ‘‘ Reports on Altera- 
tions and Improvements in Military Affairs,” the writer 
says that the total number of regular, irregular, and 








reserve troops raised by Turkey during the cam of 
1875 to 1878 was about 752,000, including 665, in- 


fantry, 31,000 cavalry, 41,000 artillery, and 4,000 
scientific corps. A considerable percentage of these 
troops were over 40 years of age. There were employed 
in Europe about 527 battalions of infantry, 84 batteries 
of artillery, and 21 regiments of cavalry; and in | 
including the garrisons in Crete, Arabia, Syria, an 
Bagdad, about 280 battalions, 54 batteries, and 11 
cavalry regiments. About 150 battalions, and upward 
of one-half of the artillery, were captured on the battle- 
field, besides which upward of 409,000 men were killed 
or wo inded, deserted, or died of disease ; so that at the 
end of the war the army had dwindled down to 120,000 
men. Of these, 30,000 were employed for the defence 
of Constantinople, 10,000 for that of the Dardanelles, 
40,000 on the Servian, Montenegrin, and Greek frontiers, 
and 40,000 in Asia. Such was the state of the army 
wien Osman Pasha was cal'el upon to reorganize it. 
he gradual return of the 90,000 troops who had been 
in captivity in Russia added considerably both to the 
numbers and the quality of the army; ‘but the want of 
funds for the clothing, arms, equipment, and main- 
tenance of the soldiers made it necessary to send the 
older men to their homes; so that the total forces which 
Turkey now has in the field do not exceed 150,000 men, 
including 18,000 in and around Constantinople, 10,000 at 
Tchataldja, 30,000 in the districts evacuated by the 
Russians, 25,000 at Salonica, 17,000 in Albania, 30,000 
on the Servian frontier, and 30,000 in Asia. According 
to the reorganization which is now being carried out, 
the present division into seven army corps is to be maine 
tained, with headquarters at Constantinople, Adrianople, 
Monastir, Ersindjan, Damascus, Bagdad, and Sana. 
The peace establishment is to consist of 134,000 infantry, 
22,400 cavalry, 9,600 artillery, 3,600 pioneers, and 
40,000 gendarmes, making in all 210,000 men, with 576 
guns, or a reduction of 26,500 men and 42 below 
the peace establishment as it existed before the war. 
For the war establishment there is to be a reserve of 
200,000 men and 310 guns, so that in time of war 
Turkey would have at her disposal 500,000 men (includ- 
ing Egyptian troops and irregulars) and 888 guns. This 
force, however, would, in the writer’s opinion, for the 
next 10 years or so only exist on paper, since Turke 
has lost so many men and so much war material that it 
will be impossible for her to place an army of more than 
300,000 men in the field, even if all the reserves are 
called out. As to the Turkish fleet, it has also been 
considerably weakened by losses in war and also by sales 
of ships to the British.government. Eight line-of-battle 
ships—the Lutfidjelil, Seifi, Semendire, Ischkodra, Paol- 
gorica, Sunne, Merzina, and Siyaret, including five iron 
clads—have been either sunk or captured, and nine ships 
of the Danubian flotilla, with a screw frigate, an aviso, 
and four steam transports of the Black Sea fleet are no 
longer recorded in the last official Navy List, 
whether they have become unfit for service or have been 
sold does not appear. Five other vessels of the Black 
Sea fleet have been injured by torpedoes or the fire of 
Russian batteries. Finally, three ships—the iron-clad 
frigate Hamidie, and the iron-clad corvettes 

Sherif and Peik-i-Sheoket—have been sold to England. 








Tux OLp PaitaDELpuia Navy-yarp.—The improve- 
ments contemplated and in course of construction on the 
site of the old Navy-yard. which, about three and a half 
years ago, was purchased by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, are to be of an extensive and important cha- 
racter. The ground, which comprises 23 acres, at pre- 
sent presents a dilapidated appearance, all the build- 
ings, with the exception of the barracks, which back on 
Front street and which were formerly occupied by the 
Marine Corps, have been torn down and removed. The 
parade grounds, which were directly in front of the bar- 
racks and which, while the building was occupied, were 
kept so neat and trim, would not now be as 
they are overgrown with grass and weeds and almost 
covered with the debris from the other buil The 
barracks, the last landmark in the yard, will be torn

The non-commissioned officer was much the 
worse for liquor, so the officers present merely pushed him 
aside, intending to prefer military charges, and if possible 
avoid a quarrel. This, however, did not satisfy the bellige- 
rent sergeant, who again attacked Capt. Belknap, this time, 
however, receiving a warmer compliment than he expected. 
The finale was the arrest of both parties, and their appear- 
ance before Justice Morgan at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court, where the sergeant was fined #10, and the case dis- 
missed.

Exeventu New York Bricgape (Brookiyn).—A special 
order from the Adjutant-General, 8. N. Y., authorizes Brig.-

flag signalling, under such conditions as he may deem best 
calculated to demonstrate its utility for adoption and use in 
the National Guard. He is ordered to organize a signal ser- 
vice corps from the officers and enlisted men of the brigade. 
He has the necessary authority to make requisition for the 
articles essential to consummate the work and report the 
progress made, and such other information as will enable 
General Headquarters to judge of its utility for adoption. 


MassacHusEttTs.—In his annual report, 1878, the late Ad- 
jutant-General Cunningham thus speaks of the Massachusetts 
militia : 


Although the commonwealth has not entered upon the extensive 
system of rifle practice which bas been adopted in several States, 
it is believed there has been a healthy growth of interest in the 
subject which will lead to good results. It is a matter of neces- 
sity that instruction in the armories must be !given systematically, 
and the men prepare for range practice. There are ubjections to 
the addition of officers for the special purpose of such instruction, 
or to supervise the practice at the targets; it will therefore be found 
in the regulations for the militia, that in this regard all officers are 
to make themselves thoroughly familiar with the system of in- 
struction adopted for the troo.s, and that brigade commanders 
may make rules and regulations regarding drills and target prac- 
tice, not inconsistent with the general regulations, and may also 
detail a brigade staff officer as inspector of rifle practice to super- 
intend and direct the same. There are acknowledged obstacles to 
the success of any system ; but it has been the endeavor to so re- 
gulate the matter in this State, that no large immediate expendi- 
ture for ammunition or transportation would be involved withouta 
corresponding resulting benefit ; consequently the issues of am- 
munition have been limited to amounts needed for use at the State 
camp ground, or in preparation for matches at the same place, 
Fp apne = is allowed by law to the State camp ground twice 
in each year for target practice; but comparatively few commands 
have availed themselves of the privilege. The glen of instraction 
provided in the regulations will be given a trial during the comin 
year, and the importance of a thorongh understandiny of its rey 
quirements impressed upon officers and men. It is hardly neces- 
sary to say that skill in the use of the rifle cannot be acquired at 
once, or without careful study and preliminary practice, there be- 
ing very few persons who can be called pataral marksmen ; and it 
is us absurd as it is unwise to support a military force which shall 
be effective in every detail except in the use of the weapons with 
which it is armed. . . .. . . . Thestudy of rifle practice 
must take its place with other branches of military education ob- 
tained through our voiunteer militia system, even to the sacrifice of 
brilliant parades and ceremonies. It cannot, however, be expected 
that the soldier is to give his time, furnish bis own ammunition 
and transport himself to and from a range for practice--all for the 
benefit of the State—without some assistance. Ia this, as in other 
military duties, the volunteer militia man will make little account 
of his time; but he should receive a reasonabie allowance of ammu- 
nition and transportation. The outlay which oar soldiers incur in 
the performance of duty required by law is not repaid by the 
amounts they receive from the State, and the self-imposed assess-

Recent Armor Experiments In ENGLAND.—An ina 
vention of compound armor plates, welded steel and 
is thus described by the London Times: The object o 
welding the steel and iron together is not, of course, to 
prevent the plate from cracking, but to prevent the 
fissures from extending through to the skin plating in 
the rear of the armor; and as the ductility of iron is 
superior to that of steel, it was supposed that the weld- 
ing of the plates would also hold the outer strake of 
steel in its place after being broken, and so prevent its 
falling dff the ship. The first trials of the compound 
armor, however, showed that the welding of the two 
metals was imperfect, and that they separated under the. 
impact of shot. Thisdefect has since been remedied 
by a process patented by Mr. Wilson, Jr., and adopted 
by Messrs. Cammell. The iron armor is first heated in 
a furnace—of which it forms the bed, to a good red 
heat, and when in this condition it is conveyed to other 
furnaces, the molten steel from which is allowed to flow 
upon the surface of the iron to the required depth ; and 
as the temperature of the fluid steel is much in excess 
of the welding temperature of the iron, the surface of 
the latter becomes partly fused by the overlaying liquid 
metal, and a complete weld is thus produced between 
the iron and the steel, a third being formed between the 
two by a portion of the carbon of the steel running into 
theiron. By this metliod the two plates are inseparably 
united by a zone of semi-steel, which has been found. te 
vary in thickness from an eighth to more than a quarter 
of an inch. The test consisted of firing three 
shots against the centre of the plate, 2 feet apart, in the 
form of an equilateral triangle at a range of 30 feet. 
The piece used on the occasion was a 12-ton 9-inch gun, 
the charge 50 pounds of (P 2) powder, and the projectile 
a Palliser chilled shot weighing 250 pounds, with gas 
check, and having a striking velocity of 1,406 feet per 
second. ‘The first shot ‘‘ splashed ” upon the face of the 
plate, where a large portion of it remained. No ripple 
was formed, and not a single radial crack was observed 
to have opened out. -There was, however, a slight irreg- 
ular crack seen around the impact. The shot was 
thoroughly broken up. The second shot, which also 
splashed, opened a radial crack from the shot first hit to 
the right edge of the plate, and opened cracks from the 
place of second impact diagonally to the middle of bot- 
tom edge, and also toward, but not quite to, the right 
edge. ‘The bottom crack was found to be only one inch 
deep. There was again a circular hair fissure around 
the shot mark. The third and last shot, which likewise 
splashed and broke up, produced five lateral cracks to 
the left edge, and nearly parallel to each other, and 
opened out a sixth running vertically from the first to 
the second shot mark. In no case did the cracks pene» 
trate as far as the iron backing, neither did any of the 
shots succeed in getting through the steel surface. So 
localized, indeed, were the effects to the neighborhood 
of the several impacts, that it was thought the plate 
would have withstood six more blows. At the termina- 
tion of the official tests, Mr. Wilson, the inventor, was 
warmly congratulated by the officers and gentlemen 
present on the success which attended the trial, and 
upon the marvellous endurance which the compound 
armor had exhibited under an exceptionally severe test. 
These results will probably produce a revolution as 
regards the protection of ships of war, and fully justify 
the adventurous policy of the English Constructive De. 
partment in adopting compound armor in preference to 
armor composed wholly of steel.
